The only noticeable electron- 
ic coverage is WTHI-TV, which 
had a lead story on Kamhi one 
Sunday night, a night in which 
news viewing is at a minimum.

Everything good you have heard 
about Carole King by now is true. 

She is an extraordinary writer of 
sense and substance. She is a singer 
of honesty and feeling. 

"Will You Love Me Tomorrow?" is 
filled with simplicity which King 
extends on with a quavering voice. 

Carly Simon should not be allowed 
to become lost in the refreshing 
wave of women vocalists and the pop- 
ularity of "That's the Way I've Al- 
ways Heard It Should Be" is a good 
omen that should be followed by 
"One More Time." 

Simon's songs are more aggres- 
sive and cynical than King’s or Joni 
Mitchell's, as in "One More Time," 
a more recent song than Simon's 
single. 

These songs are selected from a 
three-year period and such picking 
and choosing results in nothing but 
quality. 

BLUE brings Joni Mitchell up 
a rung or two from her brand of po- 
etic murmurings, but not quite 
enough to prevent me from still 
thinking of her in terms of Joan 
Baez and Judy Collins. 

That's not meant in any degrading 
way except to the extent that a 
certain amount of numbing sameness 
creeps in sooner or later, In other 
words, CARLY SIMON ends up on the 
turntable twice for every time BLUE 
does. 

"Society's Child" was a song you 
liked to hear because there was sup- 
posed to be all those rednecks 
freaking out over it; it was essen- 
tially a novelty song noted for a 
"far out" social statement which 
appears far too condescending today.

Cohen is the most poetic of 
these four, therefore we have 
no lyrics included; a smart move 
on someone's part, right? Not 
quite. 

Cohen doesn't realiy sing; 
but talks rather mu ically and 
the children's music adds to 
the overall quality. 

The mystic has annther one 
out, and if you like Cohen, 
you 11l like this one. 

Wainwright's second album is 
somewhat disappointing and I 
don't really know why.

U.S. OFFICER CONVICTED: FOR: 
ANTI-WAR DEMONSTRATION ACTIONS 

Lakenheath, England (LNS)--- 
Capt. Thomas Culver was found 
guilty on July 14 by a U.S, Air 
Force courtmartial for taking 
part in an anti-war demonstra- 
tion in London and inciting 
other airmen to demonstrate. 

He was fined $1,000 and receiv- 
ed a written reprimand. 

Culver faced a maximum penal- 
ty of four years at hard labor 
and a dishonorable discharge, 
but the military court gave an 
unusually light sentence. "I'm 
pleased, I am surprised," Cul- 
ver said. "A reprimand is just 
about the lightest thing that 
they can do." 

Culver, a military lawyer 
stationed at Lakenheath Air 
Base, was the first U.S. officer 
in Britain to be courtmartialed 
for taking part in an anti-war 
demonstration. 

He and other airmen gathered 
in civilian clothes on May 31 
at speakers’ corner in London's 
Hyde Park=---traditional rallying 
point for public protest---then 
walked to the U.S. embassy and 
presented a petition demanding 
that Nixon end the Vietnam war. 

Culver said the case would be 
appealed through military and, 
if necessary, federal courts to 
test the constitutionality of 
regulations in the armed forces 
barring demonstrations by ser- 
vicemen overseas.

"PRESIDENT FIGHTS THE WAR:" 
MEN MUST GO TO VIETNAM 

Springfield, Mass. (LNS)--- 
A suit by the state of Massa- 
chusetts to prevent its citi- 
zens from being ordered to 
fight in undeclared wars was 
thrown out by a U.S. District 
Court. 

The suit had been filed re- 
luctantly by the State Attorney 
General after Massachusetts 
voters passed a referendum last 4 
fall making the drafting of 
its citizens to fight in an un- 
declared war an illegal act, 

The judge threw out the law 
on the grounds since the Con- 
stitution requires that Congress 
declares wars and "the president 
fights them," the judge assert- 
ed, any illegal presidential 
warmaking without congressional 
authorization could only be 
curbed by Congress itself and 
couldn't be decided by the 
courts. 

All the presidents before 
Johnson justified undeclared 
wars by calling soldiers "ad- 
visors" and weapons "foreign 
aid." Johnson, when challenged 
to account for what had become 
"troops" and "war material," 
claimed he was covered by the 
Tonkin Gulf Resolution, which 
was passed by Congress to 
authorize the president to 
track down the sampans that 
military sources claimed had 
shot at and sunk a U.S. PT 
boat in North Vietnamese wa- 
ters. The resolution has been 


‘LIGHT AT THE END OF THE 
TUNNEL ' 

Washington (LNS)---In a re- 
cent interview on AEC-TV's "Is- 
sues and Answers," Col. David 
E. Hackworth, who is quitting 
the Army in disgust over the 
Vietnam War, said officials like 
former Defense Secretary Robert 
S. McNamara got such "razzle- 
dazzle briefirgs"” when they vis- 
ited Vietnam that they did not 
get a clear picture of how the 
war was going. They in turn 
gave false reports to Washing- 
ton. 

When they were briefed, Eack- 
worth said, the sequence would 
go something like this: 

"after the briefing Mr. McNa- 
mara turned to Gen. (Earl) 
Wheeler or Gen. (William) West- 
moreland, who I think accompa- 
nied him, and said, ‘what do you 
think about that?!" 

"And Gen. wheeler said, ‘Great 
battle, we are knocking them 
dead.' And Gen. Westmoreland 
would have said, 'We really got 
them that time. This is a typi- 
cal action...Just give us a few 
more troops, a few more resour- 
ces and we will have ‘em on the 
run. There's light at the end of 
the tunnel .'"

THE HONEST POLITICIAN'S 
GUIDE TO CRIME CONTROL, Norral 
Morris and Gordon Hawkins (The 
University of Chicago Press - 
$5.95). 

CRIME IN AMERICA, Ramsey 
Clark (Simon and Schuster - 
86.95). 

The politician's guide is a 
lucid, straightforward argument 
for the abolishment of making 
consensual crimes a crime. 

The authors seek more 
funds and better-trained police- 
men. Their book is short and 
sweet and very readable, 

Clark's book is difficult to 
read, because he throws in facts 
right and left. It somehow ap- 
pears as a committee-job of 
writing. 

But the intellectualism and 
mountains of statistics point 
out the true qualities of the 
man who seeks no way out of 
crime except one of honesty. 

If I had one choice for a 
president of the United States, 
it would be this southern man 
of conscience. 

Clark takes no easy way out 
in discussing crime, but de= 
scribes fighting crime and the 
often overlooked quest for just- 
ice with an unrelenting fair- 
ness and no cheap slogans.

Persons like Kamhi 
can't afford to hire advertising 
agencies to look out for their 
interests, 

McCarty has since resigned as 
a newscaster to devote full-time 
to the ad agency, an indication 
of how successful his clients 
think he has been. The McCarty 
agency has been so successful 
that another newscaster, Guy 
King, also works for it. And 
surprise, King is also a WTHI 
newscaster.

Dave Meggyesy dropped out of 
professional football just as 
he was hitting his potential, 
Johnny Sample was chased out of 
the National Football League at 
his prime, but returned to pro 
ball with the American Football 
League and came back to haunt 
the NFL as a member of the New 
York Jets, first AFL team to 
beat the NFL in the SuperBowl, 

Meggyesy tears after the fab- 
ric of professional football, 
especially its hypocrisy, greed- 
iness and racism. 

Sample is more interested in 
revenge, such as his putdowns 
of Otto Graham, an old nemesis. 

In the end, the dropout tells 
a more passionate tale as one 
who writes a book to prove a 
point, while Sample writes as 
a person set to prove he can 
write a book. 

A surprising lack in the 
Sample book is the sparseness 
of comments about racism; Sample 
who is black, has few comments 
about racism, and I doubt he 
had no run-ins with the quest- 
ion, He was a very abrasive 
player, 

Meggyesy allowg more of his 
personal feelings to come 
through, but his emphasis on 
violence as an all-pervading 
theme of football falls short 
of convincing me. 

Violence is part of the game, 
and some accept it, and others 
such as the ex-St. Louis Cardi- 
mal and Chip Oliver walk away 
from it; and turning away from 
such high salaries for playing 
a game they enjoyed at one 
time, they have to be respected 
for their ideas. 

The exuberance of Sample after 
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the Jets and Joe Namath nailed 
the Baltimore Colts was all- 
encompassing, that's why his 
measured book disappoints, 

The rating system at the back 
of the book is indicative of 
the relatively mild tone of the 
book.

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NEW CHICAGO ORDINANCE PASSED 
AGAINST FREE CLINICS 

Chicago, Ill. (LNS)---The Chi- 
cago City Council recently pas- 
sed an ordinance aimed at con- 
trolling the policies and oper- 
ations of the city's several 
free clinics. 

The ordinance, written by May- 
or Richard Daley, does not ap- 
ply to places "wholly owned or 
operated" by physicians or den- 
tists (meaning persons in pri- 
vate practice), and would per- 
mit Board of Health officials 
and any one of its 1,789 employ- 
ees to inspect the clinics at 
any time, and to look at patient 
records. 

It also states, "The Board of 
Health may adopt rules and reg- 
ulations relating to the opera- 
tion and conduct of dispensa- 
ries as it shall deem necessary," 

But the free clinics plan to 
stay open despite the ordinance 
which will enable the city to 
harass the clinics=--possibly 
to death. 


The New York Times reports 
that Nixon's communications 
secretary, Herb Klein, is study- 
ing plans for news censorship 
that the Administration can 
institute in a "national emer- 
gency." If Nixon died and Sptro 
took over, would that be a na- 
tional emergency? 

Nixon refused to pose for the 
annual photo with the Cystic 
Fibrosis Poster Girl, six-year- 
old Cathy Frazier, Michigan, 
until she disassociated her- 
self from her sponsor, Rep. Don 
Riegle, a critic of Nixon's 
Vietnam policy. 

Nixon has hired a media image- 
maker to advise him on make-up, 
camera angles, lighting, etc., 
who will receive $30,000 per 
year. Fittingly, he is a former 
director of the Pat Paulsen 
comedy show. 

Was it Martin Luther King who 
said, "Hypocrisy, dishonesty, 
hatred---a11 of these must be 
destroyed and men must rule by 
love, charity and mercy"? No, 
it was his nemesis, J. Edgar 
Hoover (in his ironically-titled 
book, MASTERS OF DECEIT. )

who said (1949), "The FBI does 
not, has not and never will as 
long as I am director investi-¢ 
gate political views." 
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EARVARD CONSIDERS "MORAL 
FACTORS" IN ENDOWMENTS 

Cambridge, Mass. (LNS)--- 
Harvard University's special 
faculty committee voted to con- 
sider "moral factors" as well as 
maximum income in investing its 
billion dollar endowment. 

Harvard's committee said Har- 
vard should consider avoiding 
tobacco stocks and stocks of 
companies that practice racial 
and "other invidious forms of 
discrimination." The panel also 
suggested not investing in com- 
panies doing business in segre- 
gationist South Africa. 

At present, Harvard has hold- 
ings of 288,000 shares of Gener- 
al Motors; 142,000 shares of 
Polaroid; 544,000 shares of Xid- 
dle South Utilities, plus oth- 
er holdings, for a total of 
more than $l billion. Both Gen- 
eral Motors and Polaroid have 
extensive operations in South 
Africa; Middle South Utilities 
has a notoriously racist hiring 
policy. 
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SPOON-FED RADIO NEWS (SIC) 

"Because of a suspected tip- 
off, no evidence was found and 
no arrests were made."---WTHI 
Radio news (sic). 

One of the frequent lowpoints 
of local journalism was reached 
Aug. 5 in a WTHI Radio news (sic) 
report of "a raid by city police 
and university security police” 
on Head Stone Friends, 640 N. 
5th St., after "10 days of sur- 
veilance." 

The raid, designed to ferret

When reminded that Ethiopia 
has an annual per capita income 
of $35 and that more than 95 per 
cent of the people are illiter- 
ate, he conceded “there is much 
left to be done there, of course." 
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NON-FARMS RECEIVE $ FOR NON=CROP 

Washington (LNS)---A law re- 
cently passed by Congress to 
limit farm subsidy payments (for 
not growing crops) to growers 
will have no effect whatsoever. 
The law was to limit to $55,000 
the amount a farmer could re- 
ceive for not growing a crop, re- 
gardless of the farm s acreage. 

But now big owners like Miss- 
issippi Senator James Eastland, 
cohn Wayne and J.G. Boswell have 
divided their farms into smaller 
parts and have given each part 
a different name or have leased 
it out to different groups of in- 
vestors. 

So now, instead of a few, big 
non-farms producing non-crops 
for a few, rich non-growers, 
there will be a lot of small 
non=-farms, but the money for 
doing nothing still goes to the 
same persons. 

But it will all be done fair- 

| ly---after all, the administra- 
tor of the program is paid $48,000 
in subsidies himself. 


WHITES=ONLY RULES STAY FOR EIKS 

New Orleans (LNS)---Delegates 
to the 1971 convention of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order 
of the Elks voted to allow their 
grand exalted ruler to suspend a 
"white" membership rule if he 
found it in the order's best in- 
terest. 

The delegates rejected a move 
to drop permanently the whites- 
only rules that govern Elks ħem- 
bership. 
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
